The national youth team will play Australia’s remaining 
World Cup matches against Taiwan in Taipei and In- 
donesia in Djakarta. 


Australia cannot advance in the World Cup as New Zealand won the 
Oceania qualifying group by beating Fiji 13-0 in Auckland last Sunday. 


Fiji started its World Cup tour with a scoreless draw 
against Taiwan and in Djakarta it turned a three-goal 
deficit into a 3-3 draw. 

But in Melbourne last Friday, the Fijians were thra- 
shed 10-0 by the Socceroos, a result which prompted 
coach Wally Huges to resign the following day- 

It was no wonder then, that they were crushed by New 
Zealand. 

The Kiwis now will play home-and-away against other 
Asian group winners, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and China, 
for two places in the World Cup finals in Spain next year. 

Australia meanwhile, will prepare for the world youth 
championships to be played here in October. It is to this 
end that national coach Les Scheinflug recommended to 
the World Cup committee on Monday that the Australian 
youth team should replace the full national team for the 
remaining World Cup games. 

“We've got only about seven weeks before the youth 
championships start, and World Cup matches would 
certainly help the boys,”’ Scheinflug said. 

‘‘Unfortunately it looks like we haven’t been able to get 
additional matches on the tour. 

‘‘Y had hoped to get two matches in addition to the ones 
against Taiwan and Indonesia.” 

Australia meets Taiwan on August 25 and Indonesia on 
August 30. 

The squad leaves on 
Sunday night, after the 
round of PSL matches. 

Scheinflug will cut his 
youth squad from 22 to 18 
players for the tour.

THE PSL sought the advice of Dr Brian 
Corrigan, many times team doctor on Soc- 
ceroo tours, to make a report on the me- 
dical aspects of playing soccer in summer. 


His Summary and Recommendations 


1. Soccer playing and training should be possible in Aust- 
ralia during the summer months provided the important and 
essential principles are considered. 


2. Additional training and acclimatisation will be needed. 


3. A recess is desirable over the late December/January 
period. 


4. Games should not be played in the extreme heat of the 
day. 


5. Consideration of fluid replacement, proper uniforms and 
times of training are vital. 


6. Consideration may be given to an official being able to 
order the postponement of a game. 


7. Extra research should be carried out. It would be well 
worthwhile writing to the English FA, the medical panel of 
FIFA, and American Gridiron officials about the research on 
heat and football playing. 


8. There will be some loss of efficiency and skill resulting 
from playing in the heat, probably not marked and balancing 
out between the two teams. 


§. Coaches and trainers should be Instructed in the prob- 
lems of heat balance and precautions necessary to prevent 
heat exhaustion. (Perc Russe of the Cumberland College 
might be asked to organise a day-long course each year to be 
supported and funded by the Philips Soccer League).

Flash Gordon shows fhe way 





This is the year 1981. A 
short time ago the Americans 
placed two men in a rocket 
ship, sent them into outer 
space and then guided it back 
to precise landing on salt 
plains in the middle of Amer- 
ica. Virtually the entire worid 
that had television, watched 
it. 

Today children aspire to be like Flash 
Gordon or Superman. They emulate their 
heroes in play by building imaginary 
space ships and fighting inter-galactic 
battles with laser guns. 

Teenagers paint their faces in black and 
white and stick their tongues out to emu- 
late their pop heroes, the Kiss. 

Younger children insist that their 
parents use BP petrol so they can buy a 
Smurf doll or a Smurf colouring-in book. 

Teenagers drink Big M or more milk 
because the commercials say it makes 
them sexy and part of the ‘in crowd’. 

Children no longer just play snakes and 
ladders, draughts or happy families. In- 
stead they play Space Invaders, pinball 
machines or hand held computer games. 

Teenagers no longer go to the Saturday 
night dance at the local church or school 
hall. They dance until the early hours of 
the morning at discotheques in a manner 
that only half a decade ago would have 
been judged obscene. 

Families watch television morning, 
noon and night, If the television tells them 
to do something, to buy something, or to 
be like somebody, they respond accord- 
ingly. 

Cricketers play with a white ball, wear 
brightly coloured clothing and play mid- 
week under lights in a game with a race to 
beat the clock. The audience no longer 
puffs pipes and sip gin and tonics. Today 
they chew gum and drink Coca-Cola. Over 
50 percent are under the age of 15. 

Why start a report on a proposed change 
in playing season with facts like these? 

Well, the very first fact that all admin- 
istrators of soccer, and specifically the 
Philips Soccer League Executive and 
Council of club members must realise and 
accept, is that this is 1981. We are playing, 
and attempting to develop a sport in this 
sort of environment. 

This is not 1963 with the Beatles wearing 
moppet hairstyles and singing ‘She Loves 
You’. It is not England playing in, and win- 
ning, the World Cup at Wembley in extra 
time. 

This is a new generation of players and 
spectators! 

The Philips Soccer League, if it is to 
survive and develop in the 1980's, has to 
attune itself and begin to understand and 
move with the market. The lifeblood of 
this national soccer competition, or indeed 
any national sport is in spectators. The 





‘backbone’ of spectatorship of nearly all 


major sports are people aged 30 and 


under. 

The major nucleus from this age seg- 
ment are teenagers and younger children. 

The Philips Soccer League was founded 
by, and has existed until this point in its 
history, adminstering, structured and ca- 
tering for the older market. 

The ‘first generation’ Australians. Each 
club has developed a ‘supporter’ following 
rather than a ‘spectator’ following. 

They have pandered, catered and pro- 
moted to a ‘shrinking’ market. One might 
also say quite literally a ‘dying’ market. 

They have not assimilated properly into 
the Australian community. 

They have copied from the ‘home coun- 
try’ and not innovated in an Australian 
way. They live day-to-day rather than 
planning for tomorrow. 

Changing the playing season is about to- 
morrow and not just today. Changing the 
playing season is one piece of a jig-saw of 
activities needed to survive first and de- 
velop and expand second. 

Club names are one part of the jig-saw. 
Club emblems are another. Improved fa- 
cilities are a part. Better playing stan- 
dards are a part. Better promotion of 
matches are another part. Personalities 
and player heroes in clubs are a part. 
More press coverage is a part. Constant 
television exposure is another part. Better 
pay for players is another part. And junior 
development programmes by PSL clubs in 
their local community are another part of 
this jig-saw. 

The plain and simple fact is that the 
overheads of running our clubs, and run- 
ning the League, are racing ahead of our 
income. Our income comes from prim- 
arily four sources at club level at present. 

* A share of the major League spon- 
sorship which pays air fares. 

* Individual club fund raising activi- 
ties. 
* Individual team sponsorship. 

* Spectator gate income. 

Most of our clubs are not privy to the 
privileges or benefits of Rugby League 
clubs with massive social club backing 
from poker machines or VFL clubs with 
income from huge attendances, sponsor- 
ship and marketing activities. Our clubs 
are financially supported by a select few 
rabid supporters. 

Unless the system of ownership of clubs 
changes, then our main road to financial 
survival is in spectators. 

It is with this new generation of people 
and thinking in society that the Philips 
Soccer League, and soccer generally, has 
to consider how best to structure and de- 
velop the game in the 1980's. 

It cannot develop on the premise of 
‘sport for sports sake’. If it does it will end 
up with a handful of clubs playing to 
empty stands, subsidised mainly by strong 
social clubs. 

Soccer, unlike Rugby League, cannot 
exist with diminishing spectator levels but 
high ratings on television.

Soccer has not yet convinced television 
that it can attract an audience. 

It will never do so as long as it tradition- 
ally packages and plays the sport as it did 
in the 60’s and 70’s. To be on television and 
acknowledged by specifically the com- 
mercial networks, Australian soccer must 
provide ‘entertainment’. 

Professional soccer, and our national 
league cannot just sit here in’ Australia 
calmly telling itself that ‘its day will come 
soon’, when it is up against the over- 
whelming media support and involvement 
of Australian Rules in the Southern States, 
and Rugby League in the Northern States. 

It cannot continue to kid itself that be- 
cause the majority of children are playing 
the game, and because we the adminis- 
trators enjoy a Sunday afternoon on the 
hill, that the mass Australian public sim- 
ilarly will either support and enjoy the 
game at our shoddy grounds, or on tele- 
vision 

We have to adapt the sport to suit them. 
Not the other way around. 

The plain simple fact is, that as yet we 

have a product that people do not want to 
‘buy’. 
Why don’t they want to buy soccer? 
Well firstly the majority know nothing 
about it. They have not been to a Philips 
Soccer League match. Or if they have, un- 
doubtedly many have not enjoyed the ex- 
perience of standing amidst a few thou- 
sand passionate new Australians. They 
would not have felt at home in their own 
country 

We want to encourage them to ‘buy’ our 
product. Or at least to go out and 
‘sample’ it. 

And yet we try to get them to sampie 
the product in wind, rain and cold weath- 
er. 


We ask them to sample the product 
after they have spent their Saturday or 
Sunday driving their children all around 
the city to play rugby, soccer or some 
other sport. Most particularly soccer. We 
ask them to give up the majority of their 
weekend to be involved in soccer. 

Why else have they not sampled or 
bought our product? Well it has never been 
packaged, promoted or positioned as ap- 
pealing enough. It is as simple as that. 

There was no way they could build a re- 
lationship with a club as a ‘spectator’ with 
a ‘cursory’ following of the club through 
watching television, buying supporters 
fear, swap cards, back of cereal pack 
promotions or whatever and with simply 
the occasional visit to the ground or a 
game 


They have no name that they could brag 
about and argue that they support in a 
club. 

They have no individuals that they can 
herald as Australia’s greatest, and argue 
about his attributes or his faults. 

They have no coaches to blame who are 
public figureheads. No referees they know 
by name to abuse who cost them the game 
last weekend.

1990 was a big year for 
soccer in Australia. In the 
bi-annual Test series clash 
between Australia and 
England in July, a capacity 
crowd of over 40,000 at 
the Parramatta Park Sta- 
dium saw the Australian 
Socceroos narrowly 
defeat England in an ex- 
citing ‘shoot-out’ finish to 
a drawn result of five-all 
after playing a fourth quar- 
ter of thirty minutes extra 
time. 


The Nine Network was ec- 
static with the telecast of the 
match which scored a rating of 
40 in Australia, and which also 
was telecast ‘live’ by Satel- 
Pak to England to an estim- 
ated audience of some 30 mil- 
lion viewers. 


The previous month Aust- 
ralia defeated Japan 3-0 in 
Newcastle to secure a place at 
the 1990 World Cup being 
played for the first time in the 


used by all soccer league clubs 
in future. 


The new rule allowing up to 
three substitutes to be made at 
the start of each 30-minute 
quarter in pro-soccer matches 
has now received unanimous 
support from all coaches in 
this country. 


The New South Wales State 
Soccer Federation set up a 
series of crash coaching 
schools for schoo] teachers in 
an effort to copé with the 200,- 
000 young boys and girls now 
registered as junior soccer 
players in that State. 


The year also saw the in- 
troduction of mixed teams of 
boys and girls competing at 
school and local club level 
which is now allowable in all 
teams with players under 13 
years of age. 


The year also saw Victoria 
take out the Australian School- 
boys’ championship with the 
Knox team narrowly defeating 
Geelong Grammar 2-} at the 


against Perth Stingers to win 
15-10. 


In the International Indoor 
Series two Australian teams 
competed for the $250,000 prize 
money in the final play-offs 
against New York Arrows, 
Liverpool, Auckland Wande- 
rers, the Chicago Bears and 
“Tokyo Bombers. 


Australia played host to the 
second Womens World Soccer 
Cup reaching the Semi-Finals 
before being knocked out by 
West Germany in an exciting 
game played at the NBN 
Sports Centre in Newcastle. 


The game was the first 
event played at this magnifi- 
cent new stadium which has a 
seating company of 30,000 and 
the revolutionary domed in- 
door-outdoor roof which can be 
opened and closed according to 
the weather conditions. 


The Victorian Federation 
signed a deal with ABC-028 
Cable Television for replay 
rights to the State League 


televised matches so that 
viewers can actually hear the 
thud and whistle of the ball as 


it is kicked around the field. 


A debate is still raging over 
the use by some pro-soccer 
teams of the transistorised ear 
pieces implantec in the 
Captain of the team which is 
linked to the coaches micro- 
phone on the bench. Officials 
charge that this is akin to put- 
ting a twelfth man on the field 
and that continuous instruc- 
tions relayed to the team dis- 
rupts the flow of the game. 


The Australian Soccer Ref- 
erees Federation have made it 
mandatory for all referees to 
wear transistorised watches 
which are syncronised to the 
Video-Screen clocks.

Those who do not, if present- 
ed with the question of obtain- 
ing venues to participate in the 
League would be able to do so 
providing: 

(i) They are given sufficient 
time to seek and negotiate 
suitable venue arrangements. 

ii) They are prepared to do

number of alternative venues

ii) Under lights for tele- 
vision 

Only a handful of clubs have 
adequate lighting for tele- 
vision coverage at night. This 
question is answered in the 


period of several weeks where 
possibly some games played in 
more extreme situations 
might slow down. However it 
is our belief, from the advice 
we have been able to receive 
to date, that this would be a 
temporary abberation and it 
would not take very long at all 
for the average younger player 
to quickly acclimatise to the 
conditions.

However, there would de- 
finitely be a transitionary 
period with many older 
players acclimatising them- 
selves to the situation. There 
is no question that coaches 


in many States. 

The only factor affecting 
this area is the situation that 
some of our existing journa- 
lists like to take their holiday 
in January, and the question 
would be whether or not the 
sports editors would replace 
them with covering journa- 
lists. 

This should happen as is the 
case now when they travel 
overseas on other assign- 
ments, i.e, internationals and 
Cup Final, etc. or they would 
simply reschedule holidays. 





Promotion and relegation 


The subject of 
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Soccer League, State 
League clubs and 
State Federations. 


Traditionalism and overseas 
systems appear to dictate that 
there must be a relegation 
system in soccer. 

The marketing company does 
not believe that should be the 
case with the national league if 
the league and its clubs are to 
develop properly in the future. 

It believes that there should 
be no relegation for national 
league clubs apart from ultim- 
ately relegation between one 
division and another. 

The Philips Soccer League 
clubs require protection in- 
sofar as it is worth their while 
to spend both time and money 
in developing spectator facil- 
ities and building up their 
clubs from every conceivable 
angle. 

Commercial companies 
similarly, if they are to invest 
adequate sums of money in 
terms of club sponsorship, 
need the protection that their 
investment is not likely to be 
wasted by their team’s relega- 
tion after one season. 

conversely State Leagues 
should be in a situation where 
they are not likely to be ‘ra- 


ped’ of their best teams 
through automatic entry into 


It should be mandatory that 
all Philips Soccer League 
clubs are properly affiliated 
and play in all State com- 
petitions required by respec- 
tive Federations. 

The current non-co-oper- 
ation between both soccer 
bodies should become one of 
unification with both parties 
seeking to develop their com- 
petitions to their fullest ex- 
tent. 

Any State League team that 
aspires to be in the national 
league, and can meet all of the 
necessary criteria under a 
franchise system, should have 
the ability to apply for a fran- 
chise in future years. 

However, this would be on 
the basis that a certain 
number of franchises is to 
become available each year on 
a controlled growth pattern by 
the national league. 

In any plans for zoning, 
franchising, and expansion of 
the League, a proper calendar 
should be drawn up of numbers 
of members of the holding 
company planned for the next 
10 years. For example: 


1982/83 — 16 — no admit- 
talls 
1983/84 — 18 — admit two 


1984/85 — 20 (Two zones 
test) — admit two 


1988/89 — 26 (Two zones) — 
No admittals 

1989/90 — 28 (Two zones) — 
admit two 


In other words a prepared 
plan is set down which all 
parties are fully aware of and 
various cities, clubs, business, 
etc. can work to for the future. 


If it is a known fact that 
therefore four new franchises 
will be granted in that year — 
then various clubs can work 
towards that aspiration, plan- 
ning their team strength and 
performances, their spectator 
facilities, their financial re- 
sources, their commercial 


backing, etc. with the aim of 
ultimately seeking admission 
to the national league.

Federation 


As a change in the Philips 
Soccer League's playing 
season could affect other 
sectors of Australian soccer, 
the research undertaken by 
Australian soccer Federation 
Marketing also covered the six 
State Federations in whose 
areas Philips Soccer League 
matches are currently played 

The questions asked by fed- 
eration executives were identi- 
cal in all cases and with the ex- 
ception of a brief introductory 
talk no prompting of the re- 
spondents was undertaken. 

Three state Federations 
were in favour of the season 
change. 

Three had some misgivings 
on the grounds that: 

1. Concern about the clubs’ 
financial viability. 

2. Concern that State 
Leagues would get even less 
media exposure during the 
PSL off-season. 

3. Summer exodus of specta- 
tors from metropolitan areas. 

All six federations would 
keep their competitions run- 
ning in the ‘traditional’ months 
but would consider adjust- 
ments to fit into a new Philips 
soccer League season. 


Indoor soccer 


Marketing made recom- 
mendations last year to Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation and 
the Philips Soccer League re- 
garding the introduction of a 
nationa] indoor soccer com- 
petition under the name of The 
Australian Indoor Soccer Lea- 
gue. A separate feasibility 
document, together with find- 
ings and recommendations fol- 
lowing investigative research 
over previous months and the 
assimilation of all available 
material from overseas, is 
currently being prepared. 

The Philips Soccer League 
has been asked to circulate the 
rules of indoor soccer as extra- 
cted direct from the United 
States 
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No reaction has been re- 
ceived to date. 

Therefore the marketing 
company could only re-en- 
dorse the recommendation it 
has put forward previously 
that as soon as an Indoor 
Soccer League is ready to be 
structurally implemented, 
Philips soccer League teams 
participate wherever possible. 

Findings and recommend- 
ations will be detailed and 
circulated separately in the 
specific document on indoor 
soccer 
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Imports 


As part of a plan to phase 
down imported players, the 
marketing report suggests 
that next year, it should be 
mandatory for every PSL club 
to have at least four Austral- 
ian-born players in their senior 
teams. 

That in 1982/83 there must 
be a minimum of five Austral- 
ian born players on the field at 
any one time. 

That in 1983/84 there must 
be a minimum of six Austral- 
ian born players on the field at 
any one time. 

That in 1984/85 the figure 
should be seven and in 1985/86 
eight. 

The League may consider 
any permutation that it consid- 
ers more feasible, but suffi- 
cient places should be avail- 
able in professional soccer 
league teams for the genuine 
youth of Australia to work 
towards or aspire to secure. 

Fhe definition of ‘born’ can 
be the literal meaning or to 
have resided here from the age 
of ten 


Zoning 


The question of zoning the 
League should be considered 
for implementation as soon as 
practically possible, the mar- 
keting report says 









Thre are two distinct bene- 
fits to the introduction of zo- 


ning 


1. It would create more 
‘Jjocal matches’ which would 
have the benefit of helping bol- 
ster interest and involvement 
by supporters and spectators. 


2. Ultimately zoning will 
provide a more equitable 
means, through reduced air 
travel costs to admit Tas- 
mania and Western Australia 
to the Philips Soccer League 
and many other clubs from 
other areas as well- 


The air travel costs of 
today, and those likely to be 
projected for the future, are 
increasing so dramatically 
that they alone are the major 
threat to the future expansion 
of a national soccer league in 
Australia. 


The introduction of zoning, 
would require alteration to the 
end of season culmination by a 
system of play-offs. 

Under the proposed zoning 
system the first past the post 
premiership position would 
disappear, and would be re- 
placed by the ‘national 
champion’ team. 

That is the team which has 
battled for the full season to 
firstly become one of the top 
teams in its zone — then 
fought on to win a place repre- 
senting its zone in the play-off 
series and ultimately the Final 
itself. 

There is no doubt that zo- 
ning, if applied to a 16 team 
competition, would drama- 
tically reduce costs in travel 
However with that number of 
teams the scheme for play-offs 
becomes unattractive and un- 
workable. 

Zoning should not be adop- 
ted on the basis of saving 
money for existing clubs but of 
providing an equitable way 
(through savings) of ex- 
panding the League on a prop- 
erly planned basis over the 
next five years. 

The subject also interrelates 
to a ‘franchised’ League and 
the two should be considered 
hand in hand with each other 
together with the subject of a 
‘freeze’ on relegation policy. 

Ideally a zoned League 
should comprise an Eastern 
Division of 12 teams and a 
South/Western Division of 12 
teams. 

Teams should be admitted 
from ‘regions’, not further 
metropolitan areas. 

Obviously Tasmania and 
West Australia would be first 
considerations plus other 
areas such as Gosford, Towns- 
ville, Tamworth, Gold Coast, 
bathurst, Albury/Wodonga, 
Bendigo and Mt. Isa. 


Hence the need is for a plan 
and a date set for introduction 
that ‘new applicants’ can work 
towards. 


If we say that the zoned 
system is to be introduced in 
1984/85 then the entire soccer 
industry can work towards the 
fact that eight places are to be 
filled progressively by that 
time. 

In conjunction with the for- 
mation of two zones competing 
nationally consideration 
should be given to the set-up of 
an office in Melbourne with a 
full-time executive respon- 
sible for the conduct of the 
Southern/Western zone plus 
publicity and promotion of the 
League and its clubs in that 
area 


No draws? 


The marketing company 
recommends that drawn 
games should be abolished, but 
the Council of Clubs is unlikely 
to adopt the proposal. 

The marketing report sug- 


.gests penalties, or even Amer- 


ican-style shoot-outs to break 
deadlocks, or the introduction 
of an additional point for a 
win. 


Franchising 


The marketing company 
recommends that the league 
investigate and pursue a con- 
cept of franchised member-- 
ship to the League. 

When one is discussing a 
‘franchised league’ we are 
talking about the following: 

(i) A company, organisa- 
tion, corporation or body of 
which the individual clubs 
become financial members 
and hence shareholders 

(ii) A League which has a 
number of members, each of 
which has been allocated a ter- 
ritory in which they can play, 
and which thence protects 
existing clubs from over-ex- 
ploitation of various geogra- 
phic areas by the introduction 
of too many clubs that detract 
from spectator or commercial 
support within their own area. 

It is marketings belief that 
to survive and develop in the 
1980's clubs need to look far 
beyond simply obtaining spon- 
sors to underwrite their ever 
increasing overhead costs 
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Even increases of say 15% 
to 20 in spectator levels per 
annum over the next two or 
three years will not alleviate 
“the financial burdens on indi- 
vidual clubs. 

In all likelihood such addi- 
tional income to be derived 
from increased gates will only 
be commensurate with in- 
flationary trends in adminis- 
trative and player costs. 


The sorts of improvements, 
alterations and additions re- 
quired will financially be 
beyond the reach of most clubs 
that maintain their club by the 
financial input of their 
members and supporters who 
are dwindling. Even those 
clubs with large social club 
backing are in reality running 
their soccer clubs at sig- 
nificant losses. 





Massive capital injections 
are required for the sport to 
develop at a club level in the 
future. 

In normal circumstances 
such large capital inflows will 
be impossible in most clubs 
unless they consider the pur- 
chase of their club by large 
commercial interests. 

We believe that the acquisi- 
tion of sporting clubs (and not 
necessarily just soccer) by 
commerce or by wealthy indi- 
viduals under a business 
name, will be a trend of the 
1980's. 

We do have one example in 
the League already in the own- 
ership of the Sydney Slickers 
Soccer Club by another ‘cor- 
porate’ entity. 

We suggest that the Philips 
Soccer League does not let this 
progression happen at random 
and on an uncontrolled basis 
That in fact it sets out to pre- 
pare a deliberate plan of 
action to package the League 
and its clubs in an attractive 
manner that will encourage 
large commercial enterprises 
to consider the pruchase and 
backing of individual clubs. 

The changing of the playing 
season; would ironically, make 
professional soccer clubs an 
attractive investment for 
many Rugby League or Aus- 
tralian Rules clubs. 

In addition since the sport, 
like many other sports will 
continue to fall even more 
under the gambit of ‘entertain- 
ment’ in the future, the likely 
potential investors might well 
be media concerns such as 
television and radio stations. 

There are large benefits to 
be accured to them by having 
soccer clubs as a ‘medium’ 
which they can then package 
and offer to their advertisers 
and sponsors of their Network 
or radio station. 

This will be particularly so 
outside of metropolitan areas. 


RANDOM NOTES ON 
FRANCHISING 

FINANCIAL INPUT. 

A club lodges a franchise 
security bond on deposit with 
the League Company. This is 
returnable but the interest ac- 
crued from the deposit would 
be paid into the League Devel- 
opment Fund. 

The club also pays an 
Annual Franchise Fee to the 
League Company in the same 
manner as clubs do at present 
with an affiliation fee. 


EXPULSION FROM THE 
LEAGUE 

There should be no relega- 
tion only expulsion from the 
League. Expulsion could occur 
on the following criteria: 

\. Bankruptcy 

2. Disciplinary action by the 
Board of the League Company. 

3. Criminal acts by Club 

4 At the own request of the 
Club 

5. Because of totally in- 
adequate investment or at- 
tempts by the Club to improve 
spectator facilities and devel- 
op the Club generally 

6 Consistently coming 
bottom of the League for more 
than say two years running

A Ger- 
man, Italian, Greek or 
Scot can forget his 
language difficulties 
the moment he steps 
onto a soccer pitch. 


For when the game starts 
they all communicate through 
the game of soccer. 

This is a fact among players 
and coaches and one that was 
refreshingly brought aback to 
me in no mean fashion when ! 
recently completed a book that 
will hit the bookstands this 
week throughout Australia and 
in the not-too-distant future 20 
other countries. 

The book I compiled with 
the coaching directions of the 
great Karl-Heinz Heddergott 
called “‘The Kickaburra How 
to Play Soccer Book.”’ 

It is published by the Rigby 
organisation and although I 
saw so myself, it’s a thorough- 
ly good publication. 

It provides the ABC of 
soccer — how the game should 
be played the easy way. 

eddergott is universally ac- 
claimed as One of the world’s 
leading teachers of soccer 


A former Director of Coach- 
ing for West Germany, he now 
holds a similar position in 
Scotiand. 


In researching this book, I 
went around various junior 
Clubs to find out just what was 
needed most. 

I found out that with over 
500,000 kids playing the game 
here in Australia many mums, 
dads and non-trained coaches 
are in charge of the junior 
teams. 

These people are doing a 
great job and need all the help 
they can get.

unless understanding can be 
gained it will not matter when 
or where the game is played — 
it will not succeed. 

In the long run it will be 
deemed that there is no substi- 
tute for knowledge of soccer 
when the solutions are found. 

Let’s hope peace can be 
found quickly before the game 
is completely submerged by 
this summer campaign. 

In the Kickaburra book, 


" Heddergott states that the 


basis of soccer is that every 
player is part of a team and 
no-one is alone on the field. 

I wish some of our ‘‘bright 
boys” of the marketing com- 
pany would realise that this 
also applies to the adminis- 
tration of soccer. 

And until they do, our 
present problems never will be 
solved.

It was probably the best goal 
seen at Bruce Stadium. 


Brennan collected the ball 
20 metres out, waltzed around 
two defenders with uncanny 
ball contro] and then, as Phil 
Dando moved forward to 
narrow the angle, Brennan 
fired it hard and low into the 
far corner. 

It enabled Canberra to go 
into the dressing room at half 
time 2-1] ahead.

Newcastle, to give it credit, 
fought back well in the early 
Stages of the second half. 

Veteran defender Paul 
Reaney was coming forward 
to create havoc in Canberra's 
defence and roving midfielder 
Joe Senkalski was also having 
a superb game.

Tachiris, 21, is in his 
second season with the 
Northerners after an ex- 
tensive junior career with 
South Melbourne Hellas. 

The youngster works 
part time at the Vital 
Sports Centre in Mel- 
bourne and a workmate ar- 
ranged for him to head for 
the professional hustle and 
bustle of European soccer. 

Tachiris has correspond- 
ed with Admira president 
Frank Geschel, currently 
in Madrid on the look out 
for players to bolster Ad- 
mira’s championship chal- 
lenge for the 1981-82 sea- 
son. 

Geschel’s club finished 
in the top four of the First 
Division last season. 

Tachiris joined North- 
cote in 1980 from Provis- 
ional League club Clifton 
Hill.

goalkeeper at the time but 
Tsigaras was injured 
before a junior cup final 
and the reserve keeper 
didn’t turn up. 

Tachiris was asked to go 
into goal which he did but 
Hellas was beaten 4-2 in 
that final. 

“It was a nerve racking 
experience for a 10 year 
old, playing in goal for the 
first time and a cup final 
at that,” said Tachiris. 

“You have to be con- 
fident to do well as a keep- 
er. You have to have con- 
trol of your mind because 
you are responsible for 
everything, the good and 
the bad. 

*““Some people say you 
have to be crazy to be a 
keeper. They say we’re a 
different breed. Maybe we 
are. There’s not too many 
players who relish diving 
at the feet of an opponent 


or flinging themselves 
about goal like an acr- 
obat.”’ 

As Tachiris got older he 
assumed the first team 
keeper’s role in the Hellas 
juniors as Tsigaras was 
often on the bench for the 
senior team, then in the 
Victorian State League. 

Tachiris was coached as 
were many Hellas stars 
past and present by Oscar 
Montalva. 

‘‘OScar was a good 
coach, really disciplined 
but he didn’t show great 
faith in me. Actually I lost 
momentum under him and 
I became disillusioned 
with Hellas so I left the 
club to concentrate on my 
studies. ‘I was doing a 
Business Studies course at 
Lalor High School. 

“It was a frustrating 
period for me. I still loved 
soccer so I continued to 


play with the school team. 
My family wanted me to 
concentrate upon my 
studies but gradually they 
came to see that soccer 
was playing an increasing 
part in my life.” 

An official from Clifton 
Hill soccer club, then in 
the First Division of the 
District League, approach- 
ed Tachiris and convinced 
him to resume his com- 
petitive career. 

Clifton Hill won promo- 
tion to Provisional Third 
Division that year, 1979, 
but Tachiris left after 
playing for half the sea- 
son. He went to Greece 
and gained experience by 
training with First Divi- 
sion giant Aris Salonika for 
two weeks. 

When he returned to 
Australia his coach at 
Clifton Hill, Chris 
Georgousis, had taken 


a fine 





over the reins at North- 


cote, then in the First Divi- 
sion of the Metropolitan 
League. 

It took Tachiris three 
games to break into the 
first team and he didn’t 
take long to make his 
mark. Nothcote finished 
third in 1980 and when Pre- 
ston Makedonia was ad- 
mitted to the PSL the 
Northerners applied suc- 
cessfully for a berth in the 
State League. 

Northcote conceded Il 
penalties in league and cup 
games in 1980 but Tachiris 
saved on eight of those oc- 
casions! 

Now the youngster is set 
to try his luck overseas 
like so many young Aus- 
tralian players are keen to 
do. 

“I owe a lot to former 
Hellas keeper John Ken- 
nedy and to another Hellas 
great Jim Armstrong. 

“I met them at Bobby 
McLachlan’s coaching 
clinics in 1979 at Olympic 
Park. 

“John and Jim helped 
me with understanding 
player contracts and John 
always said to me that I 
should be playing in a 
higher standard. 

“I’ve got nothing to lose 
by heading for Europe and 
I can learn a lot about 
technique. 

“Tf things don’t work out 
with Admira. Mr. Ges- 
chelk said that he’d ar- 
range trials with other 
clubs. It’s the chance of a 
lifetime and I’m not going 
to pass it up.”’ 

“‘I’m dedicated to suc- 
ceeding and I'll give it my 
best shot.” 


Davidson tops in Tassie 


New Zealander 
Brian Davidson is a 
unique figure in Tas- 
manian soccer. 


He is the only capped 
international player here 
(he played for New Zea- 
land against Sunderland, 
Hearts, Spurs and Iran); 
he is the only player to 
have won the Rothmans 
Gold Medal twice (in 1979 
and 1980); and he is the 


fastest player in Tasma-- 


nia. 

Davidson, 27, is player- 
coach of State League side 
Georgetown, currently in 
third place. 

Born in Masterton, he 
played in the New Zealand 
National League with 
Wellington Diamond 
United, the champions in 
1976, before moving to Es- 
sendon Croatia in 1977. He 
scored five league goals 
and eight cup goals for 
Croatia during its best 
ever season when it won 
the league, the State 
League Cup, the Ampol 
Cup, and reached the final 
of the Docherty Cup. The 
team’s forward line of that 
era was probably the best 
he’s ever played in. 


After two seasons with 
Croatia, Davidson joined 
Croatia-Glenorchy in Tas- 
mania as player-coach. 
The team finished second 
in the State League and he 
won the first of his two 
Rothmans gold medals, as 
well as being runner-up in 
the individual goalscoring 
award. He stayed with the 
club as a player last 
season and won the State 
League goalscoring award, 
as well as the Rothmans 
gold medal. This is his 
first season with George- 
town and he has kept up his 
scoring rate, being in third 
place with 12 goals. 

Davidson is the arche- 
typal footballer. He has 
the perfect physique for a 
soccer player. 

He has powerful legs, is 
well-balanced, and has 
phenomenal speed over 
both short and long dis- 


,, tances. He also has a pow- 


erful, accurate shot. He 
worked on his speed as a 
youngster, doing a lot of 
hill-climbing and sprint 
work at training. 

Allied to his physical at- 
tributes, Davidson has the 
right sort of temperament. 
He is an affable character, 
both on and off the field. 


He takes a lot of ‘stick’ 
from lesser opponents but 
never retaliates. He 
prefers to walk away from 
incidents and get on with 
the game. 

Davidson has mixed 
feelings about coaching at 
such a relatively young 
age. 

“For any young person 
with a lot to offer as a 
player, it’s a real burden. 
It can be disappointing too, 
especially when you build 
a good side yet can’t seem 
to put it together. Being a 
player-coach is even hard- 
er.”’ 

Davison believes that 
Tasmania must get a team 
into the PSL. Imports are 
helping Tasmanian soccei 
but he believes that the 
imports tend to lose their 
professional attitude after 
they have been here for a 
time. The trouble with 
Tasmanian players is that 
they lack confidence and 
they haven’t got the right 
attitude. 

He is pleased with his 
move to Georgetown, a 
team from the very north 
of the State. 

“A season away from 
Hobart could do me the 
world of good. I went to 


Georgetown for a ‘break’. 
I was under a lot of pres- 
sure last year and I was in 
a bit of a rut.” 

He is pleased with the 
club’s training facilities. 

““We have a fully floodlit 
training ground and plenty 
of balls. We’re not lacking 
anything”’. 

Many teams complain 
about Georgetown's home 
ground but the club has 
spent $2000 on it this sea- 
son. Part of this sum was 
spent on a new drainage 
system. 

Georgetown’s__ third 
placing this season has 
been a little disappointing 
for Davidson. 

‘‘We have an over-abun- 
dance of individual skill 
but we lack team cohesion. 
When the boys want to play 
they're brilliant.”’ 

The team has three 
other imports, Peter Da- 
vidson and Jeff Wahrlick, 
also from New Zealand, 
and Steve Morely, an Eng- 
lishman who migrated to 
New Zealand when he was 
12 years old. 

Davidson was non-com- 
mitt&l about his future. He 
is contracted to George- 
town until the end of the 
season. The team is in the 
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Brian Davidson 
quarter-finals of both the 
Ampol and Cadbury Cups 
so there’s still plenty to 
aim for and ample oppor- 
tunity to make amends for 
a somewhat disappointing 
league season. 

Al that Tasmanian fans 
can hope for is that David- 
son decides to continue his 
career in Tasmania. Tas- 
manian soccer certainly 
needs him.

The final fall of Raul Blanco at Marconi was 
the last act of a modern Roman tragedy. 


From early season thousands of Soccer followers 
throughout the country waited weekly for the announce- 
ment of his resignation. 

When at last it came it must have been a relief to 
Blanco and to those who knew how he had been stretched 
to breaking point by the Marconi rack. 

Of course there are others who say that he did not have 
to emplant himself into the Marconi manager's office 
which for him turned out to be a torture chamber. 

They say he had to pay the penalty as all coaches do for 
poor results. 

Indeed Blanco has paid the penalty. 

He will keep paying it for many years to come as he 
tries to re-establish himself as a successful member of 
the coaching profession. 

Ironically, I started Raul Blanco on the slippery dip 
which has dumped him with a thump to the foot of the 
coaching ladder. 

Two years ago, he was riding high as a feted and suc- 
cessful coach with Melita (Sydney) which he got pro- 
moted into Stage league and took into the final four the 
following year after a sustained run in the Ampol Cup. 

There was talk of him becoming the next national 
coach amid speculation that he would be Rudi Gut- 
endorf’s assistant. West Adelaide wanted him. 

St. George BSC was struggling in Philips league and its 
president, Alex Pongrass, called me on the phone to come 
to his office where he asked me to nominate a successor 
to St George coach, Joseph Gelei, who Pongrass said he 
was going to sack. 

I nominated Blanco as the only Sydney coach’of stature 
who might be able to get away from the club at that mid- 
season stage. 

Also, he coached a skilful brand of short passing soccer 
which the Hungarian members of the St. George club ap- 
preciate. 

Subsequently I arranged a meeting between Blanco and 
Pongrass and Raul eventually was signed on a two year 
contract. 

At the end of the season Pongrass thanked me when the 
club narrowly escaped relegation under Blanco’s guid- 
ance. ’ 

The following year the club was relegated to State lea- 
gue. 

It came as a huge surprise when the top team in the 
land then appointed Blanco to its coaching job vacated by 
Les Scheinflug. 

The Marconi job always was going to be a difficult one 
with the demands on the players from Australia’s World 
Cup campaign. 

However, when you have just lost a coaching job and 
Real Madrid or Manchester United comes for you, you 
don’t turn them down, no matter what the expected prob- 
lems. 

I, more than any other person in this country, am 
aware of the problems Blanco faced. 

I faced them seven years previously with St. George 
when I was manager coach of a team which had eight 
players in the national team squad. 

Three times I had the team on top of the league and 
each time after a lengthy spell in a national team camp 
we lost games and the league leadership, eventually fin- 


_ ishing third in the table. 


After a demanding close season in 1973 by Rasic’s 
national team, similar to that undergone by the Gut- 
endorf team which took such toll of Marconi players, I 
made a decision to curtail basic training for my national 
team players, in the knowledge that eight of my players 
were going to Germany in May. 

To cut a long story short I lost my position in late sea- 
son, with St. George fifth, just as Blanco has lost his job 
now. 

Blanco carried major burdens in his last two coaching 
stints, which brought him undone. 

At St. George he misjudged the difference in standard 
between the State league and the Phillips league. 

While with Melita he continually stated that his Melita 
team was not far behind Philips league teams in ability, 
an opinion which seemed justified because of Melita good 
results against Marconi and St. George in the Ampol Cup. 

Blanco backed this erroneous judgement when he 
joined Saints and bought numerous State league players 
who eventually proved that there is a marked difference 
between Philips league and State league. 

At Marconi not only did Blanco have the problems of 
national team commitments on his best players, he also 
was in charge of a team whose style was geared to the 
tearaway running of the three strikers, Jankovics, Sharne 
and Krncevic. 

These players wanted the ball played early to them. 

They are dynamic, running type players, unsuited to 
the patient, short passing build-ups which Blanco prefers. 

When I read early season reports that he was trying to 
slow down the Marconi game I felt there could be trouble 
and I was right. 

Toward the end he realised his mistake and settled for 
ae ball game, more similar to the British style of 
play. 

Blanco is a pleasant man and has amassed numerous 
friends in the game, including the media, because of his: 
cheerful outlook and civilised manner. 

These relationships and this civilised approach have 
helped him retain his last two jobs when other more ab- 
brassive personalities may have been pushed out more 
prematurely. 

My style would be the opposite of Raul Blanco, but I do 
not agree that pleasantness prevents coaching success. 

Blanco succeeded previously with his approach to 
coaching and life. He tells me he will not quit, but will try 
to succeed again. 

It is a long haul, as I have found. 

But if you love the game, as you do Raul, itis worth it.
